Federal Conservation Rules 
For Coming Hunting Season 


The U. S. Department of In- 
terior has granted Florida duck 
hunters another 30-day season 
and bag limits identical with 
last year despite efforts to have 
the season lengthened and bag 
limits enlarged, Director Ben C. 
Morgan, State Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission, said to- 
day. 

Federal migratory fowl regu- 
lations, just announced, also dis- 
close that Florilda’s mourning 
dove hunting season has been 
shortened 15 days and the daily 
coot bag limit has been reduced 
from 25 to 15. 

| The duck, goose and coot sea- 
son will extend from Dec. 10 to 
Jan. 8. Four ducks can be 
bagged in a day and huntig will 
be permitted the first five days 
of the season but will be closed 
each Monday and Tuesday 
thereafter. The goose bag limit 
remains the same as last year, 
one a day. 

Mourning dove season will 
be open from Dec. 18 to Jan. 31 
with hunting open the first five 
days and closed on Mondays and 
Tuesdays thereafter. Dade, 
Broward and Monroe counties, 
in the Fourth District, are the 
only exceptions. Dove season 
in those counties will be from 
Oct. 1-31 and hunting will be 
allowed every day. The daily 
dove shooting period in all dist- 
ricts will be from 12 o'clock 
noon until sunset. The bag limit 
has been set at 10 a day. 

Ducks, geese and coot may be 
taken from one-half hour before 
sunrise until an hour before sun- 
set under the federal regula- 
tions, Director Morgan said. 
However, on opening day they 
may not be hunted prior to 12 
o'clock noon.

Contractors Find Obstacles In 
Building Okeelanta Spur 


Over in the Palmdale area of 
Glades county there is much 
activity along the right of way 
of the Atlantic Coast line, where 
it has massive equipment 
digging out sand' and rock. 
These products are loaded onto 
flat cars and then taken to the 
scene of the railway extension 
going to the Okeelanta Sugar 
refinery property, where by spe- 
cial equipment they are dumped 
and thrown onto the new road 
bed. 

Contractors have found it nec- 
essary tq place thousands of cars 
of sand to form a low founda 
tion for the grade which is 
later built up with dirt and rock 
lastly by lime rock and slag. 
Some of the underlaying lime 
rock has proven so hard that it 
has to be torn up by explosives 
before the draglines can handle 
it. 


High saw grass, soft muck 
and water are obstacles which 
the contractors are meeting on 
the job. 

Two miles of track are being 
laid a month, and three large 
steel piled bridges will be con- 
structed on the 15 mile p roject. 
The contractors hope to finish 
the stretch of new construction 
early in 1949.
